Your mag has the two basic elements 
other mags don't: 1. the cars* and 2, the 
drawings. These are two elements I can 
really relate to One of my favorite 
areas of ihe mag is the My Wheels 
sections Hopefully the two drawings I 
sent (a 1956 Chevy Bel Air and a 1969 
Chevelle SS) will be featured in one of 
your future issues. Td like to thank 
George Trosley for all the How-to tips. 

As for the King-of-lhe-Hill car wars, 

I thought 1 might as well put in a view 
of my own. In my opinion the 
AC/Cobra 427 was the fastest 
production sports car ever pul on the 
road. Straight acceleration figures for 
the 427 Cobra were astonishingly out of 
this world at 0 to 60 in 4.5 seconds or 
less and 0 to LOO in 8.7 seconds. In 
short, the AC/Cobra 427 was 
practically an unidentified flying object 
if the driver had a lead foot. 

A car that might have been faster 
could have been Chevy's cancelled 1970 
Camaro LSr6. Hot Rod’s Chevy 
Classics labels the LS-6 as a 454 cubic 


inch engine with 450 horsepower at 
5600 prm. Hoi Rod estimates it would 
have made the 1970 Camaro 500 
pounds lighter, and (get this) if the 
LS-6 engine had been placed in the 70 
Camaro, in street trim it would have 
pulled 12,70 seconds at 111 mph. Very 
impressive and would have given the 
AC/Cobra a run for its money. Once 
again, it was a cancelled project that 
should have been produced. I would 
love to have seen an AC/Cobra 427 
and a 1970 Camaro LS-6 compete 
against each other in the quarter-mile.

I would like to make my comments 
on the fastest production car. In your 


Oct 85 issue, there was a letter from 
Byron Blankenship. He said that his 
Dad’s stock 1970 Dodge Challenger ran 
8 seconds flat. No way! A Dodge 
Demon would run mid-13s with a 340-4 
barrel. A Demon is much lighter than a 
Challenger, so the Demon was quicker. 
So how in the world does his 
Challenger run 8 Oat? In 1969 the 
fastest car was the ZL-1 Camaro, with 
a 427 and 430 ponies, it would push the 
car down the quarter-mile in 13:36 ai
